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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest performing adjustment such that the timing of data transition of a particular 
bit in a bit array indicating a horizontal retrace period of the digital format video signal does not 
overlap with a period for sampling the feed-through period and the photoelectric conversion 
signal period in the correlated double sampling circuit. 

Regarding claim 9, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest an adjustment circuit that performs adjustment such that transition timing in a 
case where the amount of transition of the plural bit signal outputted from the parallel output 
circuit is greater that a predetermined value does not overlap with the timing of the sampling the 
analog signal from the image sensing device in the sampling circuit.
